TO REDUCE SQUADRON

Navy Department Orders Six
Gunboats Out of Com-
mission.

Washington, July 12—Secretary Moody
today cabled to Rear Admiral Wildes, the
ranking rear admiral in Philippine waters,
instrueting him to place tne gunboats
Arayal, Basco, Calamianes, Marie Yeies,
Panaya and Paragua out of commission.
These vessels are small gunboats which
have'been engaged in patrol duty in the
lower islands of the archipelago.

This action 1s purt of the movement re-
cently decided upon to reduce the active
naval force on the Asiatic station. It will
furnish a considerable number of ofticers
and men to reinforce the present quota
on the station, which Is not at all eom-
mensurate with the duties to be per-
foermed. Orders also have been sent for-
ward for the withdrawal of the suonly
ship Artehusa, now at Cavite, from the
station. She will come to the New York
navy yard. It is probable that the gun-
boat Prizeton also will withdrawn
from the Asiatic station in a shert time.

ACCIDENT AT WEST POINT.

Instructor and Three Cadets Seriously
Injured.

West Point, N. Y., July 12.—Captain
Edwin 8. Greble, instructor in artillery
tactics, and three cadets were injured
today in an accident in an artillery
drill. Captain Grebie, accompanied by
six cadets, was taking a gun along a
high embankment west of Highland
Falls, whea the horse Captain Greble
was riding became unmanageable and
leapgd over the embankment, draw-
ing the gun carriage with him.
The calsson fell on Captain Greble,
crushing both legs and injuring him
internally. Thiee cadets, who were
riding on the calsson, were also badly
injured.

The facts regarding
here today are:

Captain Edwin St. John Greble and
Captain Edmund M. Blake, instructor
in ariillery tacties. had the entire first
class of cadets out for a drill. Cadet
Collins of Iilinois rode the lead horse
of the four drawing the gun carriage,
and Cadeis Philinps of Ohio, Grier of
Pennsylvania. Boughton of Michigan
and R. C. Moore. rode dpon the gun
carriage.

In passing along a road at the foot
of (‘row Nest mountain. near the in-
tersection of the road leading to New-
burg, and below which there is an em-
bankment of fifteen feet. the lead horse
began acting badly and Captain Greble
ordered Cadet Collins to alight and he
himself mounted the animal. He had
no seooner done so than the horse
Jamped off the embankment, drawing
the other thrve horses with it. The
limber turned over and the heavy gun,
being wrenched from .it, fell down thg
bank and upon Captain Greble. Both
legs were broken below the knee and
he is said to be injured internaily.
Cadet Moore also was thrown down the
bank and badly iniured.

Cadet Philips sustained .some slight
bruises and seratches. but the other
two cadets jumped and escaped in-
jury. Captain Greble and Caget Moore
were taken to the hospital in an am-
bulance. Captain Greble has seen ser-
vice in the Philiovines. His father,
Captain John T. Greble, was killed in
the civil war.

WEST POINT UNEQUALED.

“Rustication” of Cadets Causing
Much Comment in England.

London, July 12.—To the dismay of
the government, the agitation om the
subject of “rustication’ of the Sand-
hurst cadets, who were suspected by
their superior officers of being con-
cerned in the recent incendiary fires
at the military college, daily gathers
more influential supporters. Winston
Spencer Churchill and Lord Hugh Cecil
have now enlisted Lord Rosebery, the
Duke of Northumberland and hundreds
of other prominent men regardless of
party in their endeavors to see that
justice is done to the twenty-nine “rus-
ticated” cadets.

What at first seemed to be a trifling
matter, is now a grave source of an-
noyance to the government, in spite
of the endeavor of the entire ministry,
as the Saturday Review puts it, to
shelter themselves behind Lord Rob-
erts, the commander-in-chief. They
are still in a dilemma, and Lord Rob-
erts has lost more of his waning popu-
larity. Next week the guestion is duly
to be the subject of a heated debate in
the house of commons.

The underlying motive in the move-
ment in behalf of the cadets is the uni-
versal desire to probe the war office
inefficiency and to make Sandhurst a
fit place to train British soldiers, as it
is frequently said here, to put it on a

GATES MAY LOSE.

Board Asked to Fix Margin Price on
July Corn.

Chicago, July 12.—A petition was
handed to Secretary Stone of the board
of trade today asking that a “margined
price”” be fixed on July corn, which has
been cornered by a party headed by
John W. Gates. The meaning of the
petition is that the directors proceed to
fix a fair price of corn, based on the
selling price of the cereal in markets
where the supply is not manipulated.

Such a step, it is said, has not been
taken in twenty years.

Manager
Samuel Scotten of Harris, Gates & Co.,
said:

“It's a nice idea, if they win, all
right: if they lose, they act the baby.

People who have sold us corn can get
the money when they deliver the goods.
If a lot of feliows have sold wind, let
them take the consequences.”

The freight handlers will not touch 1t
the teamsters will not haul it, and the
ice deliverv drivers will not bring the
ice to save it from destruction.

The cold stor#ge warehouses may be
drafted into service Monday.

Truckmen, it is said, in many in-
stances, refused to take out their
trucks ag all, or having done so, drove
to the headquarters of their union and
begged permission to refrain from
working. They pleaded as an excuse
that thcy feared personal violence at
the hands of freight handlers on picket
duty, such as befell a number of
teamsters yesterday,

Don’t Obey Union Orders.

J. Thompson. secretary of the union,
told the men that it was their duty to
work as long as work was possible, but
his arguments were not successful.
Many teamsters admitted that they de-
sired to aid the striking freight han-
dlers, and would not deliver or receive
freight to or from the non-union men
at present in the warehouses. If the
freight handlers’ strike is settled teday
the teamsters will at once resume work.
Should a settlement fail, it is said com-
mission merchants on South Water
street will lose $500,000 through the de-
struction of perishable goods today.

While the teamsters were making the
situation extremely embarrassing, the
freight handlers were holding meetings
at which committees were appointed to
visit the railway managers in accord-
ance with the plans proposed by the
Chicago board of arbitration last night.

Speaking of the situation, Dan Fur-
man, secretary of one of the truck-
men’s local unions, said:

“The men are out because the offi-
eials could not hold them back. It
is like trying to stop Niagara to stop
the teamsters from going to the as-
sistance of the freight handlers, with
whom they have been associated in
their work for years.”

At the headquarters of the team-
sters’ union it was said that 8000
teamsters were out. This, it was said,
left less than 200 men in session, and
these, it was stated, would drop their
reins as soon as word could got
to them. The addition of the team-
sters brings the total of men on strike
to about 16,000.

Finally it was learned that the man-
agers and superintendents were hold-
ing a meeting in the Monadnock build-
ing, but before a messenger could
reach there the meeting had ad-
journed.

At a meeting of teamsters this aft-
ernoon it was announced that 6,000
switchmen would strike if the freight
handlers’ strike is not settled by to-
night.

At 2:15 it was reported at strike
headquarters that practically all the
railroads had refused to pay over 17
cents an hour, thus bringing about
a deadlock.
